G.S.R. 101(E) ; -The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Explosives Rules, 1983, which the 
Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by sections 5 and 7 of the Explosives Act 
1884 (4 of 1884) is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of section 18 of the said Act for information 
of all persons likely to be alfectcd thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft shall be taken into consi¬ 
deration 45 days alter the Gazette containing this notification is made available to the public; 

Any objections or suggestions received from any person with respect to the said draft before the date so 
speciftei will be considered by the Central Government; 

THE DRAFT RULES; 

1. These rules may be called the Explosives (Amendment) Rules, 1991. 

(2) In the Explosives Rules, 19 83 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in sub-rule (1) of rule 32, after 
proviso (v) the following shall be added, namely:— 

“(vi) the transport by the holder of a licence in form 40 of any of the explosives and in quantities 
covered his licence”. 

3. In rule 33 of the said rules, the following proviso shall be added, namely:— 

“Provided that nothing in this rule shall apply to transport of explosives class 2 or 3 and detonators in 
a compressor-mounted motor truck or tractor compressor covered under a licence in Form 40.” 

4. In sub-rule (2) of rule 77, of the said rules, the following shall be added, namely:— 

“and also to transport of explosives under a licence in Form 40.” 

5. In rule 154 of the said rules, the following sub-rule shall be added after the sub-rule (8), namely 

“(9) An application for grant of a licence in Form 40 for po ssession and transport of explosives in a 
Compressor-Mounted Motor Truck or Tractor Compressor shall consist of the following: - 

(a) an application in form 7A, 

(b) prescribed scrutiny fee.”

Conditions 

1. The licence shall be valid for the particular Compressor-Mounted Motor-Ti'uck/Tractor-Compressor 
(hereinafter mentioned as vehicle) described above and for possession and transportation of explosives describ¬ 
ed above not exceeding 25 kgs. of class 2 of Class 3 explosives, 200 M. of Safety Fuse and 200 nos, of electric 
or ordinary detonators. 

2. The vehicle shall conform in all respect to the Specification 2 or 8 in Schedule VII of the Explosives Rules 
1983. 

3. This licence or its authenticated copy shall at all times be kept in the vehicle and produced on demand by an 
inspecting officer. 

4. The vehicle shall not be used for transport of any material other than that authorised |^by this licence, 
unless permitted by the licensing authority in writing. 

5. No smoking, fire, artificial light or any article capable of causing fire shall be allowed on the vehicle. 

6. The vehicle including the Compressor Unit, especially its fittings like safety valve, limiting pressure switch 
and pressure gauge shall be maintained properly and checked at least once in a year for correct operation. 

7. (i) The explosives shall be procured from a magazine licensed for possession and sale and shall be used up in

9. (i) While running the Compressor, the locked inner boxes shall be removed from the vehicle ard kept at a 

secluded place under guard. The two boxes shall be at least 2 M. apart and no source of fire and smoking 
shall be allowed within a distance of 15 M. 

(ii) The place shall be adequately away from the site of blasting and protected from flying debris as far as practi¬ 
cable by natural barriers like tree-trunk, hillock or high ground. 

10. (i) After the drilling of all the holes, the persons engaged in drilling shall retire from the site, and the drill ng 

equipments shall be restored to the vehicle. 

(ii) Th; explosives required for blasting the holes drilled shall be kpet apart and the rest of the explosives in 
the wooden boxes shall be restored to the steel boxes fixed on the vehicle and the vehicle shall bo driven 
away, 

(iii) The explosives kept apart shall be prepared for blasting by the shot-fire. Sufficient time, not less than 30 
minutes in any case, shall be allowed for the drill boles to cool down to ambient temperature. The primed 
cartridges shall be placed in the drill holes and the conneections shall be checked by the shot-firer. The 
key of the exploder used for blasting by electric detonator shall be kept with the ^hot fir, r during preparing 
the holes. 
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(iv) The firing of the shots shall be carried out by the shot-firer from adequate distance (at least 30M) under 
protection in case of electrical firing and in case of firing by safety fuse, suffi cient length of fuse shall bo 
used to enable him to move to an adequate distance from the blasting site.

SPECIFICATION 8 

Specification for tractor compressor for carriage of explosives— 

1. A tractor compressor intended for carrying explosives for use in blasting in well sinking and similar operations 
shall have the compressor securely fixed with the tractor chassis. The fuel tank, additional fuel tank and exhaust 
shall be placed in front of the driver’s seat. At the back of the d river’s scat and on the top of the compressor unit, 
there shall be a securely fixed platform for housing the boxes of explosives. 

2. The platform shall maintain a minimum clearance of 15 cm from the driver’s scat horizontally and from al] 
pressure parts of the compressor vertically . One corner can be ketp uncovered for placing air intake tube and 
filter below it. 

3. The platform shall be made of at least 3 mra thick steel plate covered by atl east 15 mm wooden plank. A streel 
sheet at least 6 ram thick shall be securely fixed behind the driver’s^seat coveringlthe whole length of the plat¬ 
form and the height of the explosives boxes fixed on to the platform. The boxes for the main explosives (class 
3 or2) shall be placed on the road side and the box fordetonators in the left side of the platform maintaining 
minimum of 1 M between the two boxes. Both the boxes shall be made of at least 3 ram steel sheet lined inter¬ 
nally with atleast 15 mra thick wood. The right side box shall have a small compartment for keeping safety fuse 
coils. The bigger compartment shall be spacious enough for accommodating wooden boxes containing a 25 
kg case of explosives. The wooden boxes shall be so made that it can be locked. The detnator box would have 
dimensions just adequate for small wooden box that can be locked. The wooden box shall be adeuqate for 
keeping 2(W ordinary or electric detonators and shall have' thermocoal lining nnd also pieces of thermocoal so 
that the detonators can be packed without any chance of free movement. Both the wooden boxes for explosives 
and detonators shall have a close fix in the boxes fixed on the platform. Both the fixed boxes will have a side 
door covering the full length and properly fixed on hinges so that the inside boxes can be taken out easily. 

4. The drilling rods and other tools shall be kept in fixtures or boxes fitted in any place in front of the vertical 
steel sheet behind the driver’s seat. There will be no such implement in the platform housing the explosives. 

6. An additional fuel tank of capacity uot exessdiug 100 Itrs may be fixed in a gradle fitted to the tractor chassis 
in front of the stoaring wheel at the left hand side. No fcul tank shall be provided at the rear of the vehicle. 

6 . At least one 2 kg fire extinguisher shall be fitted on the right side of the tractor across the additional 
fuel tank. 
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
